WHBRBAH It is expedient to mako provision 
for tbe Election of a Mayor and Manlclpal 
OounclUors for the Olf y of Tiotoria for tho year 1»78. 

BE IT THEREI-'ORE ENACTED by the Mayor and 
Council of tho Oorporatlon of the City of Victoria as 
follows;— 

1. Tho election of a Mayor and OounclUors for tho 
City of Victoria, for the yoar 1878, shall take place on 
thu Second Monday in the Month 'of Jauaary , 1878, 
and such Election sholl commence at Twelve o'clock 
Noon. 

2. The Nomination of Candidates for tho respective 
ofllces of Mayur and ConnclUors for the said City 
shall take place at tho City Council (yhambcrs. 

3. Tbo Riming Officer of Yotes Street Ward shall 
on tbe Second Monday of JoU'.ary, 1878, at Noon, uo- 
niinato such persons as shall bo put in nomination 
in that bohalf ny somo duly quolilled voter as can- 
didates for the said oniies, as tbo case may,, be,^, A 
show of bauds shall then take place and Ihefssld Be- 
turnlnu Ollicor Khali tliorfcupon declare which of the 
candidates for the said olUces has or have been elect- 
ed by the show o. bands. 

In case a Foil shall bo dnly demanded at tho olec- 
tiou of a Mayor, the vole of the electors shall be 
taken on tho following day at the Police Barracks in 
tbo said Cily of Vletorla, and tbe said Poll shall be 
opflu at Ten o'clock A. m, aud closed at Four o'clock 

P.M. 

In case a Poll shall be duly demanded at tho Elec- 
tion of Councillors for auy Ward in tbe said City of 
Victoria, the vote of tho electors entitled tu vote in 
such Wi.rd shall bo taken on the day following tho 
Nomination, at tho loUowing places, that Is to say: 
In Johnson Sirket Wahb —

With BurpluB capital lying idlo in onr 
banks, and a community, if not woolthy, 
generally proBperous, it seems to some 
rather Btrunge tliat there should bo Buoh 
BD Bbsence of induBtries, which would 
prove romunerntive from the commence- 
»ent. It is not enough that a man should 
become wealthy, and thus aupposo that 
the world has no farther need of bis 
Bervices. The "world cannot spare even 
the humblest of workers from the long 
roll of toilers. Each man's movement 
lets another in active operation ; one is 
dependent on the other, and those who 
remain idle and keep their capital unem- 
ployed, whether ench capital may consist 
of brain or money, are drones in society 
and deterrents to those who would be 
otherwise employed. There are many in- 
dustries which could be started now with ] 
oertainty of success, amongst which we 
might mention a few of the most promin- 
ent. Swamp lands considered valueless 
ore favorable to the cultivation of the 
Osier willow, from which is maniifictured 
all kinds of wicker ware, and with a 
market like California at onr very doors, 
there is an opening at once for a profit- 
able investment, as well as for tlio em- 
ployment of bo^a who are obiefly engaged 
&I present in delivering parcels for store- 
keepers. Lumber is scarce and expensive 
in California, and for the conveyance of 
fruits, vegetables, and poultry, wicker 
hampers, divided into compartments, 
would not only bo lighter and less freight, 
but would admit of ventilation, wbiuh is 
H leading requitito in all perishable com 
modities. The orange trade a)one would 
farniHb a market for more than could be 
snppued for the first few years. A cloth- 
ing factory, or at all events a factory 
capable of making up all the slop goods 
required by miners, laborers and others, 
would obviate tbe neressity of purchasing 
ready made goods from England or San 
Francisco, and employ a number of young 
girls which are not otherwise enpaged; 
besides, all who had macbines might un- 
dertake to do piece work at their humes, 
and thus contribute towards their sup- 
poit. Idleness is, without doubt, a grow 
ing evil," and to this source can b( 
traced the luin of a large portion of gir ls 
who have no means of employment. Every 
town of importance in British Columbia 
oontaioB more or less Indians, who could 
be employed m gathering rugs and bones. 
The rags could be made into paper bags, 
and the bones crushed for fertilizing pur- 
poses. The bones of beeves and deer 
might be made into combs, and the 
bristles from boss, &o., could be mado 
• into brashes. None of these things re 
quire a large outlay, and the raw material 
for manufacturing them chiefly exist hero 
and is trodden underfoot. The:e is also a 
necessity for a tile and drain pipe manu 
factery, which would pay from the com- 
tion to a large number of boys and young 
men who are* employed during the day, 
■n evening school of design mjgbt be 
■tarted, nuder the snpervision of one of 
onr Professors, who, with an additional 
salary for his services, might be willing to 
perform the pleasing duty, and the com- 
manity at large -would be benefitted 
thereby. 

THE EASTEEN aiTESTION. 

The news of to-day is very important 
and brings us nearer to the crisis which 
the more moderate Powers in Europe have 
bean trying to avert. Kuasia has rejected 
the British proposal to leave details of 
terms of peace to military cvmmanders- 
in-ohief. What efifeot this may have on 
the peaceful attitude of Qreat Britain is 
not known. The fortress of Nisoh has 
been taken by storm, Antivari uncondi- 
tionally surrendered, and the army of 
Sohipka Pass is ia the hands of victori- 
ous Bussia. The King of Italy is dead 
before the question of apostolic succea- 
eion ia settled; and it would seem if 
' natural oaiises were acting to disturb the 
general peace of Europe. Judging the 
young King by his early associations there 
IS no doubt but be will unite on the East- 
ern question in such a way as to conrK-rvs 
the best interests of hia people, nud assist 
the Powers in favor of oatablisliiug a pro 
per balaucB of power in Europe, which 
will prevent the lesser States from being 
absorbed by an Empire which is actuated 
solely by a love of oonqnest.

Some timh ago, it appears, the Briliah 
Columbia Legislature granted 315,000 
with a fiew to the development of quartz 
mining in the gold districts —a brauoli of 
industry likely to i^rove highly lemuuera- 
tive in itself and indirectly beneficial to 
other industriea of the racific Province. 
At the time tho Act was passed a resolu- 
tion was proposed in the House to request 
the Dominion Government to admit min- 
ing machinery free of duty. On second 
thoughts, however, this was withrlrawn, 
as being unjast to the foundoru and ma- 
chinists of British Columbia, who main- 
tain that they can supply tho requisite mn- 
ohinary of as good quality ann at as low 
a price as tha imported articles. Tbig ia 
a sensible view to take of tho matter, but 
it is wortii while to notice in connection 
with it the kind of vagaries in which pro- 
teotionism indulges. A short time ago 
we took occasion to notice the demand of 
farmers of Vancouver, with a fertile soil 
beneath their feet and ooe of the most sa- 
Inbrious climates in the worlJ, for protec- 
tion against tho farmers of Washington 
Territory, whose wheat had to bo handled 
more than half a dozen times and trans- 
ported hundreds of miles before it reach- 
•d tho sea board. Had tho resolution in 
favor of tho admiatiion of mining machin- 
ery duty free been curried in tlio Logis- 
laturo, the mining capitalists would have 
fait aggrieved — perhaps they will even as 
it ia—baoause they oonld not get an indi- 
rect bonus from the Dominion Govern- 
ment, as well as a direct one from their 
own Province, while tho home mauufac- 
tnrera of machinery would have had areal 
grievanca had the petition been complied 
iritb. Theso trade complications and di- 
versities of interest in so limited an area 
as British Columbia show how dangerous 
it would be to take the first step in the 
direction of a tariff formed for tho pnr- 
pose of protecting homo induatriea of any 
kind. SVith intorests so vast and varied 
as those of the Dominion tho tusk of frain- 
ing a protective tarill' ^¥hich wouLl Ijo 
either just in its incidonco or satisfactory 
in its operation is an utter impossibility. 
So the people of the United States have 
found it after long and repeated trials, 
until at last we see them groapiug their 
way back to where we are, and endeavor- 
ing to reconstruct their tariiT on a revenue 
basis like onr own.— Tbrbnto Globe.

KiouuoND, Jan. 11.— Heavy rains the 
past two days caused another rice in the 
rivers, The bridge over Staunton river 
on Richmond and Danvillo road, just re- 
placed, was again swept away, the third 
time inside of two months. The iron 
bridge over tho snmo river on tho Vir- 
ginia Midland road, botwocn Lynchburg 
and Danvillo, is also washed away. This 
bridge was destroyed during the great flood 
in November, but recently replaced. The 
Roanoke river at Woldon, N.C., is very 
high, tbo water rising six to eight inches 
per hour. Tho railroad bridges at that 
point aro throatoued. 

Rockland, Mo., 11. —Tbo heaviest 
northeast gulo ever known hero prevailed 
last night, doing great damage to ship- 
ping and wharves, and unroofing a num- 
ber of buildings.
